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JESUS---SFARTACUS 


The purpose of this article is to compare two men who lived in about the same era. 
Both born of the lower classes, both thought they hed something to say and were crucifi 
for soying it. One is revered today as god or at lecst a man with something really im- 


portant to say; the other is 4l1 but forgotten, 


Jesus is reputed to have been born between 8 and 4 B.C. Tho fact that nothing is 
known that was written by him and the writings that we have about him vere written abou 
one hundred or more yeers after his alleged deatn need not concern us here. The con- 
tention that Jesus was 2n invention may or mey not be corre-t. Likewise'Jesus' wes as 

Common a name as is Smita today and tnerefore the biblical story could be an account 
of the activities of more than one man. What concerns us here is tant there were such 


men as the story of Jesus relates. 


Jess was a rabbi who wandered the country with co small band of disciples, assoc- 
fating with 'outcasts' and making speeches critical of the establisament--a kind of 
vand of Palestinisn "hipvies" living largely on the cnarity of their audiences. Need- 
less to sry, due to the alresdy existing unrest on the part of tne subjected classes 
the ruling classes were more then a little concerned and finclly "blew their cool" 
when Jesus overturned the money lending tables in the temnle in Jerusalem. He was 
*-ied and convicted 1s o blasnhemer and witn the approval of the supressed classes, 
wno were getting e little impatient for some action, he was cm:cified. 


Spartecus lived about ¢ hMdred yecrs earlicr. He was one of the many slaves of 
of the Romans. In 73 B.C. he escaned and began ts gather an army of revolutionary 
slaves. In two yesrs they numbered between 70,000 to 90,000 and made a good account- 
inz of themselves defeating Roman army after Roman army, In time the inevitable occ- 
ured. In7LB.C. the great might of tne Roman slave owners defeated Spartacus and his 
army. Without mercy, the slave owners killed everyone that they cantured; six thous- 
and slaves being crictfied alsng the Appian Way to Rome. 


The message of Snartacus wss simple- FREEDOM! The me-sage of Jesus was not so 
sim-le; while critical of the status qno in some of its forms he wished to reform some 
of its evils while ignoring one of its greatest evils-slavery. Jesus' aims seemed to 
be spiritual rather than physical. When questioned he told his flock that his world 

was not of the earth. Spartacus was very much the materialist; no one gave him and 
his followers a free ride. Historians (especially Roman) are inclined to deal rather 
harshly with Spartacus while they paint Jesus as a gentle lamb. Yet Jesus proposed 
that non-believers be murdered (Luke 19:27). The contrzsted behaviour of Spartacus 
was demonstrated by the fact tnat after the Romcns had murdered the last of his army 
they foung 3,000 Romén prisoners u:J:crmed in Spartacus! carp unhermed and in good 
health. Qn the cross Jesus is reputed to have said "Forgive them father, they know 
not what they do". Spartacus was unlikely to have been so niave about the intentions 
of hig tormentors. 

In summation, it has been shown that Jesus with his "Render unto Caesar" attituda, 
while he was critical of their metaods actually advocated submission to authority and 
was actually resigned to tne existing Social Order- Slavery. Spartacus, on the other 

hand, advoceted freedom for cll men and consequently the termination of slavery, 
Jesus was © reformer; Spartecus a revolutionary. Due to tne degree of ignofsance and 


the limited level of production then existing toth were almost certainly doomed before 


they began, 
Today reformers abound with little physicol Canger to themselves. Indeed they 


provide 4 valuable service to the master class-a kind of value criticism without real- 
ly challenging the capitalist's property rights. the revolutionaries of today are

Some Isrcelites, it seoms, can get 211 cankei up ove> their alleged homeland; lik 
the dispossessed have done and do in other homelands. And by "dispossessed" is meant 
wege-Workers, who mist sell themselves for a livelihood, having no other possessions t é 
offer to the market. Other countries cre often blamed for their own problems,

Back in June, 1959, the coaliton povernnent of the founder of tnis state was 
shaken by a non-confidence motion attzckine the z>vernment's plan to sell$2,800,000 
worth of arms to West germany, The ormsition denounced Ben Gurion's plan by invok- 
ing the memory of 6,000,000 Jews Slaugutere by the Nazis during the war, It would 
seem silly to imagine that this sale was to be made witnout the intention of realiail 
a profit, and lovical to deduce thet profits are what nations sre all about.

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THE CHINA versus RUSSIA FEUD 


Like a broken record, we nave it incessantly drummed isto our ecrs that Russia, 
China, Cubs, etc. are parts of the "Communist world". With equal regularity, the 
crises of this "Communist world" reveal themselves to be of the same variety as crises 
in the rest of the world. Reason: the "communist" world is canitalist like the rest 
of the earth and is consequently not a world unto itself, but is an economically and 


culturally integreted part of the capitalistic whole. 


Class soveretgnity needs iderlogies to help keep the dominated in their place, 
Converting “#rxist science into ~ ruling class ide logy has worked fine for business- 
men in those parts of the world, 


The continuing, snd now worsening relations between Chine and Russia probably had 
their beginning when Russic witndrew "aid" from capital development there, and pumped 
its funds into otuer planetary are2s where returns promised to be higher.

Indications 
are that Russia is a growing competitor in the South-East Asian market and material aly 
Where the Chinese entrepreneurs already have their hands full fighting their American 
rivals who have had this jackpot sewn up for svme years now; principally via Vietnam 
violence. Territory on their common bordé@ has 21s. been a bone of contention between 
these two countries, which both guarentee the rignt to held private property in the 
means of production in their constitutions.

THE LOCAL SCENE 7° 
ABOLISH GUNS! 


NQz-@orde Hunter of The Daiily Colonist is concerned over the rising toll 
in deaths issuing from contenmorary violence. He understandably devlored the 
appearance of guns during the recent eviction confrontation on the Blanshard 
urban renewal project, describing it as "a failure of the democratic process." 


Obviously there is a vest gulf senarating our concept of democracy, 
involving as it does -~ the self administration of free peonle, and his -- which 
would involve "peaceful" and legal settlement of the disoutes which take place ‘n 
between cometitors in the class dominsted society of today. 


But this is just the fringe of his trestise last February 8 “The utopian 
hope," says Gorde, "is the total and sbsolute destruction of all publicly owned 
small arms." He goes so far as to restrict hunting and to preclude target and clay 
pigeon shooting. 

So busy in fact, that he hag 


Gorde must be awful busy these days. ; 
completely overlooked a social nhenomena that looms so large that no matter which 


way you turn your head, you can't avoid seeing ite Unless you close your eyes. 

Society, from here to Lower Slobovia and back, is divided between 
owners and non-owners of the means by which all must somehow try to survive 
Ever since this division was initiated around 10,000 years ago there has been 
tu:roil between those who produced but didn't own, and those who owned but didn't 
proluce. This antagonistic economic foundation in turn spawned other conflicts 
of interests, frustrations, jealousies, despair, ad nauséun. . 


In Gorde Hunter's kindergarten sociology we can get rid of most murders 
by dispensing with one of the more common means of murder =- guns, while giving 


nary a thought to the motivations of murder. 
He spoke of the 5,000 killings annually in the U.S., implying that 
there are other methods for premeditated or impassioned homicides. Like being 


heaved out of sky-scraper windows, run dowm by autos, poisoned, knifed, burned, 
and a host of others that could be innovated if guns became scarce, by mentally 
deranged or emotionally disturbed derelicts of the storms of capitalism. 


We of the Socialist Parties could be accused of oversimlifying the 
problem in a different way to what Gorde does, by advocating common ownership 
and free access to all the goodies of the earth for all peonle as the way to 
abolish both kinds of crime -~ crimes against proverty, and crimes that violate 
the persons of others. At first glance that is. 


THE SCIENTIFIC VIE‘POINT ~ is a bit more commlex than the nooular 
single-causers would like sany theory to be. 


The Mother Goose tale that there is a bad streak in oll of us, and that it does 


not matter what hanvens externally, we will do evil, is a defentist myth, and 
probably accounts for some of the political epathy around today. Including Mr. 
Hunter's commlete unconcern with motivations. The other theory,thet environ- 


ment alone accounts for human behavior, is just as well ventilated ss original 


sin. 

The evidence prenonderrtes in the direction of tam causes for human 
behavior. (1) Human nature, plus (2) social circumstances. If the environmental 
rules are based upon dog-eat-gog, than that's the way the victims will behave. 
But the human factor is dynamic. The socinl circumstances can be changed by the 
victims, to better surroundings of co-operetive harmonf, wherein people will not 


suffer the emotional explosions that account for so many murders today. 


Gorde complains of the gun lobbies and observes .

In this cese tie victim was on overtime it seems. He had survived in action, to 
tne nge of 66. Millions of employees ecknowledge (even if they try to relegate such 
an odious fact to the beck of their minds and only think plensant thoughts) that 
woge-work is similar to serving time. Serving is right. To serve menns to give ~ 
freely. Theat meons with no recompense. That menns the giving of vclues above the 

€ value of wages received. Thnt is the source of profits, end the immense wealth of 
the rulers of society. And time is correct. Because it is drudgery and o form of 
enforced idleness in that only a fraction of the server's notentinl is used, and this 
fraction is subverted to profit providing. The rest lies dormant. 
These are some reasons why retirement on » dole (vension) is snticinated like 
a rising sun at the end of a long, derk tunnel. And why sympathetic conments are 
common when clinicnl life is snuffed out just before the goal is resohed.

The mutual concessions whicn arise out of these relative needs 
are called morality". Now truly moral or eternal morality as distinct from the rela- 
tive, "...would have to serve the welfare of all menkind, under all conditions and at 
oll times...A moral law wiicn would presume to be abs»lutely right, would have to be 
right for everyone and at all times." Positive Outcome of Philosorhy. 


What for Christianity posses as eternzl morality dasnes itself to pieces on the 
rock of class antagonism. Is thieving rigat or wronz? Is killing? Hypocrisy? or, 
taking the Loré's name in vein? Yet all these ani mucn more besides sre everyday 
ex! eriences of everyone under ca>italism. 


In tne some breath all of this conduct fs 
both condemmed and damned, or else excused or ignored, praised or approved, and most 
usually slong the lines of class clecvage.
